It  wa* 
built  as  a  warehouse  by  an  old  etilxan  of  Rich 
imand,  Mr  ^il't'v,  and  up  u>  u-u  year*  lirfore 
the  war  lie  <f  copied  the  building.  When  the 
war  Itegaii.  tjhe  sign  "Libby  A  Mon,  Klilp  t’lian 
dlers  and  tiife  rr*,1'  wa*  over  the  entrance,  aud 
remained  tlipre  up  to  the  year  IfliVL  Man*  a 
Federal  pridmer  will  reinember  seeing  II  Old 
Mr.  Llllby  l^ved  on  Uhurrli  Mill,  In  the  lower 
portion  of  t|tr  city,  near  the  bistort*  Ft  John's 
Church,  In  which  Patrick  Henry  delivered  Ms 
Immortal  oration,  concluding,  "but  lot  me, 
give  me  lll^rty  or  give  me  death  "  This  hill, 
overlooking  the  river,  since  the  war,  hat  been 
turned  Into/ a  park,  and  Is  known  as  Libby  HIM 
Park  In  Ws  warehouse  Mr.  Libby  amassed  a 
large  fortuhe 

Libby  Prison  was  not  the  first  choice  of  the 
Confederate  govcrninent  aa  a  military  priaoo. 
Him m  afu-rflbe  eotnmeni-ement  of  hoeUlltlea  the 
atiihoriti*-ij  U-gap  to  look  around  tor  a  suitable 
building  af  a  prison  for  Union  soldiers.  They 
fixed  np*m  a  large  frame  building  In  what  Is 
known  as  V.timpkin'a  alley.  This  was  the  first 
military  prison  In  Rlebm«/»nl.  and  |»erhapa  th# 
South,  and  was  called  "Caajle  Godwin."  It  had 
been  tniill  and  used  as  a  “Jail"  for  the  bousing 
of  slaves 'before  they  were  *ol*L  Lumpkin's 
alley  was  [filled  with  these  large  bouse*  ceiled 
“JaHa,"  aftd  here  the  slave  sales  took  place. 
Caatla  Godwin  bad  not  been  in  n*e  a  year  be¬ 
fore  it  was  found  to  be  too  small  for  the  accom¬ 
modation  of  tbe  prisoners,  and  tb*  Confederate 
authorities  fixed  upon  tbe  large  warehouse  of 
Libby  A  Nona,  “ot  the  dock." 

Castle  Godw  in  was  nearly  a  mile  from  A»e 
river,  and  in  a  low  and  swampy  portion  of  the 
city.  It  ji*  a  singular  fact  that  nooe  of  tbe  Libby 
Prison  officials  are  now  in  Rich  mood.  There
